Sympathetic Movement Among

Chicago, .Inly lio.— -Cliiefigo's svmpa- 
thctic general strike at the stuck vanls, 
prciiii-ted by its leaders to be the "great- 
est and n.ost expensive this euuntrv 
has ever known, began at .10 o'clock 
today, when the bands of teamsters, 
cattle liandlers and members of the 
mechanical trades auit work. The iirst 
big- defection came when 700 men, in- 
cluding tlio scalers and cleaners employ- 
ed by the liiiioti Stock Yards and Tran- 
sit Company refused to work. First to 
go were the haiiiilei-s and teamsters;

'most admirable provisions for sickness 
and dentil ever organized iji the prov- 
ince. It is maintained c'titirely by the 
contributions of the men. and is not 
a union affair, ns all the emiiloyees, up 
lo the ollice staff, whether men'iliers of 
the union or not, contribute to. it nnd 
share in its benelits. Ttie coiitribii- 
lioiis vary from 50 cents to .i^l a month 
according to the position of the em- 
idoyee. In return he re<-eives medieai 
'attendance nud uiedicinc, . dressings for 
'himself nnd family in cases of accident 
and sickness. In ctise of death or total 
disablement caused by a-,cident while 
at work a grant of §000 is made, nnd 
in case of partial but permanent dis- 
ablement a grant of ,$300, The fund is 
managed by a comuiittee of miners 
elected from the several mines of the 
conipnny, and during the many years 
of its existence no breath of sits|ii(-iim 
has ever been thrown tiiioii the manner 
III its administ i-at ion. There liave been 
battles royal over the a iiiMUni meat of a 
medical otiii-cr, but never with respect 
;.i the way in which the representative 
miners have handled the fund!^, aggre- 
i.'atiir.; many thoiisainls of dollars in 
the course of the year which pass 
through their hands. Saturday evening's

We were told 
that, with so slim a majority it could 
not stand and that it would only be a 
very short time before it would be 
swept out of existence and he replac^od 
by Liberals, who unctuously asserted 
that in tlie very nature oif thing.s, Tory 
ruin meant vicious nnd corrupt rule. 
After, and during the piissinp of the 
financial legislation of last so.ssic»n, we 
were more particularly assured that the 
people onry required the first opi)oniiiity 
afforded by an election or two to regis- 
ter their wholcsalL- coii<leiiuialinn of 
measures that spelled ruin to the cuun- 
try. Instances of Imsiiiess tirnis that 
were to leave the country to avoid in- 
evitable failure were given, and the 
bogey of friglitpued capital surnmunted 
with skull and crosshones. Kliastly ami 
grinning, was held up to our affrighted 
gaze. One of the firms, in particular, 
lias been more strenuous than ever in 
proclaiiiiin:,' prospci'ts of increased divi- 
(leiuls and c.xiim luiin'; husines^. All the 
other hobgoblins have vauished. \\'e 
have in their place intelligence from all 
parts of the province of satisfactory 
coiiilit i'liis ill liiisi iiess, increased output 
of aiiiics, ami a ^'ciuTal feeling of con- 
lidence. This (Jovernineiit is not silly 
enough to claim that what has liap- 
liened is tlie direct result of its admin- 
istration: liul it is jiistilied in cdaiiu- 
iiig tHal slahlr );ip\ i.i-iini<'iit and the sat- 
isfaction felt <ivcr llie restoration of 
public credit ou account of safe and 
economical methods of finance lias done 
iiiucli to stinnilate industries that have 
fur seviiral years <'.\pciicuc(,'d tlie evil 
effect of political change ami unrest.

Both of those things were done. The 
measure .for increasing taxation miglir 
not have been ;pcrfection iu all its de- 
tJiils-rno Government composed of fal- 
lible men should claim infallibility ^'or 
their acts — but in its ;prautical working 
oat we have heard of few cases of hard- 
>sliit>. Any defects that exist as demon- 
strated by actual cxperionco of its op- 
erations can be amended by legislation 
during the coming session, and we arc 
assured by the Minister of T'inniU'c tliat 
as soon as can be <leterniined from the 
first half-yearly returns under the new- 
Act, its • provisions will have his most 
careful consideration with that end in 
view. The one cla^ss to which a special 
appeal was made was the farmer. He 
was led to believe that 'he was the 
worst used- individual of all. Of course, 
in a -sehome of general taxation calcu- 
lated til increase the revenue it was iicc- 
•essary to include .all iiUerests. In other 
words, that the- burden should be 
shared by^illl 'ilnssea .proportionately -so 
far as that was possible. As a matter 
of fact, the rate of taxation on farm 
lands in British Columbia is mucli low- 
er than it is in Ontnrio, for iuf<ftiiice, 
notwithstan'ding that the cultivated 
land there is in a very large and com- 
pact area nnd fhickly )>opulated. In 
Ontario there is no taxation of lands 
except on the part of the municipalities, 
which are directly under the control of 
the people themselves. In 
counties, the iiverage rate of municipal 
tnxatiou is 1U.75 mills on the dollar. In 
British Columbia the new Government 
rate is only 10 mills, with a rebate of 
10 per cent allowed for prompt pay- 
ment. Ill addition to that the princi- 
ple of favoring the man least able to 
pay taxes has been maintained through- 
out, so that the poor, struggling rancher 
mtiy become practically exempt. To 
the mail whose farm is l.'ss than >:•^^»») 
in assessed value there is a provision 
.for a reduction of forty per cent. In 
addition to that a farmer is exempt 
1)11 the income from his farm, and on 
homesteads and pre-empt ions to the 
value of ifZtOO. I're-emptions are not as- 
sessed at all for two years aftOr the 
date of pre-emption. So that altogether 
the farmer, who is now more prosper- 
ous than he has ever been, iu the history 
of British Columbia, is not so badly 
treated after all. If he has more taxes 
to pay on his land he is in a better po- 
sition to pay them. Since, therefore, 
men of large interests in the province 
have come to think it over carefully and 
to observe resulta Kio .f ar produced by 
the new policy of Provincial administra- 
tiiiii, they are perfectly willing to pay 
the extra impost. What they are more 
particularly interested in knowing is 
that the money shall be spent to the 
best possible advantage and without 
waste. 

The present government had practical- 
ly nutliiiig to do v.-ith the preparation of 
the estimates for tlii' past fiscal year, 
as the Legislature was on the point of 
dissolution when it came iuto power. 
It was necessary to have supply, and 
that was granted as the result of the 
rccoaimeiidations of a committee of ten 
chosen from both sides of the House. 
In spending the money voted, however, 
a great saving was effected, amounting 
ill all it will probably be found to be be- 
tween $o<XO(X) and $100,000. As to the 
present fiscal year the prospects are 
thai for the second timc_ iu the history 
of tlie province there w'ill be a surplus 
of revenue over expenditure. U. may 
not be large, but nevertheless a suridiis. 
That, too, without Chinese revenues lu 
help out. 

Ill line with financial reform has been 
that of Civil Service reform. The pres- 
ent Government iiroinised to reduce the 
expeiiilit lire. In aililition to a policy of 
retroiicliiiieiit the ( Jovernuient was 
pk^dgcd to reorganization. Such vacan- 
cies as have occurred have been filled, 
in nearly every instance, from the ranks 
in the line of pronietiun. .lustiee has 
been iloiie and a large saving to the 
country has been elTeeted. It Jiiust be 
xemcmbetied, however, that there is a 
limit to the application of the principle. 
Till.' country js going ahead and ex)iaiid- 
iiig very rapidly and the ollieiai busi- 
ness is increasing in a similar ratio. 
It has been found necessary to put back 
some of the men whose services wore 
at first dispensed with in lU'der to keep 
lip with the worl;. 1 1 ei ea l i ei\ aji- 
poiiitnieiils will be necessary to fill va- 
<-.ancies, but the (Jovernineiit pleilj:eil, 
wherever iiossibh-, to ajipoint them at 
the bottom and promote llmse above. 
This cannot always be done, hut it is 
desirable to the fullest practical 
tent.

nOCKALL HAS NO WARNING SIGNAL 

The Sharp Flnn'aclc of Granite BIscs 
Seventy Feet Above the Sea. 

A grnnlto rock, rearing Its white head 
seventy feet above the sea, of rounded 
form and only about lUO yards In circum- 
ference, Is nil that Is to be seen of the Islet 
of Uockall, the reef on which the Danish 
steamer Norge was wrecked on .rune 28. 
l'"ar out to sea It stands as It It was the 
last outpost of 1-hiroiie. Although It Is 
now completely Isolated from the coast ot 
Scotland, from which It Is due west, the 
reef. In some iirclilstorlo age, may hove 
bei'ii a part ot thnt rugged countiry broken 
off by smile siiliterranean eruption' or by 
the Incessant wearing of the wnves. 

I!<iekall Is ISl miles west of St. Klld; 
the diminutive Island which Is the most 
wi'stcrly of the Hebrides, and li'JO mile 
from the nearest point of the Scottish 
mainland. It Is 'JUO miles north of Ireliind. 
The rock stnmlg- In n sand bnak, -which Is 
about si'veiity or eighty fathoms below 
the surface. 'I'his hank Is about llfry miles 
long and twenly-llve miles broad. The ex- 
ae[ location ot the rock Is ru degrees 'M 
iniuutes north liitlMide and 13 degrees 41 
minutes west loiigltil'dc. " ' 

The fact that there Is nothing bat rock 
aliove water neeonnts for the name of the 
reef. The statement In desinitches from 
London thnt the rock looks la the distanc 
like a ship under full sail Is borne out 
by the observations of sailors who have 
visited those seas. The uiiper part of- 
tlie rock Is covered by deposits of sea 
fowl, making It a|ipear white In the dls- 
taiiee. Till- bnse Is dark colored like the 
hull of a vessel.

AN OLD MAX'S SUICIDE. 

J. II. Brown Ilangisl Himself in His 
P.aru on Sunday Afternoon. 

Tired of life, in which he could no 
longer take an active part, J. 11. 
Brown, a resident of tJreen street, C(Uii- 
mitte<l suicide on Sunday by hanging 
hiinsidf in the barn during tlii^ absence 
of his son and family, who had gone 
out to Cadboro bay for the day. The 
body was not discovered until the even- 
ing, when the son, having returned 
home, had occasion to go to the barn 
and found the body hanging there. The 
imlice were inimeiliatcly notified and 
I he body was cut down and taken to 
Ilanna's undertaking establishment.

Jnijt after dinner 
on Sunday evening he was taken vio- 
lently ill, through the night he revived 
slight l.v, lint towards morning serious 
comprications set in from whiidi he 
coiiKl not rally. The (.•aiise of his death 
was heart failure. The subject of iliis 
article was born at Hamilton, (Jiit., on 
the 1,'ith .Novemlier, l.S3li. His father 
was the late Colonel .Michael Aikman. 
4le was a graiiilson of the late Hon. 
.Iiiliu Wilson, once speaker of the On- 
tnriii house, and a nephew of tlie late 
d)r.
